of a Coin from the Time It Left a 
Bracelet Till Its Return. .

He went 
to the young lady’s house and stated that 
he found the coin in the bottom of the 
sleigh while it was standing outside the 
stable the morning after the coin was 
missed.

Knowing how much the Lambertville iady 
prized the coin, severai of her friends deter- 
mined to trace it and get it back if possible- 
The saloon-keeper remembered the odd 
coin, because of the loafer’s unwillingness 
| to exchange it fora solitary drink, but he 
paid it over toa butcher. The butcher rec- 
ollected giving it toa drover here in Tren- 
ton a day or two later. The address of the 
drover was obtained and he was written re 
specting it. From the drover came the 
reply that he had purchased a ticket to 
Philadelphia with it the day he got it from 
the Lambertville butcher. Theclew seemed 
to have vanished, but the ticket agent was 
seen ata venture. He remembered the coin 
very well, for in counting his cash he no- 
ticed the monogram and wondered whether 
it made the dollar valueless. He found 
from the Trenton cashier that it was good, 
and so he forwarded it to Philadelphia along 
with his cash the next day. It went to the 
general office of the railroad company in the 
Quaker City. 

Philadelphia was next visited, as the scent 
was becoming interesting. The receiver of 
the New Jersey receipts in the railroad 
office had noticed the initials on the coin, 
but took no particular interest in the matter. 
He recollected, however, that he deposited 
the dollar along with other sums in the bank. 
He referred the searchers to the Philadel- 
phia bank cashier. The cashier was next 
interviewed. His attention, he said, had 
been called to the initials on the back of the 
coin by one of the clerks, and he ordered it 
laid aside for a few weeks, as it looked like 
asouvenir. Unfortunately, in the absence 
of the clerk, a gentleman desiring several 
hundred dollars in gold, preparatory to a 
trip to California, had been paid the amount 
and the monogram dollar got mixedin with 
the sum and censequently had started west- 
ward.

TORNADO’ FORMATION. | 


The Question Discussed in the 
Light of Scientific | 
A Few of the Most Important Theories | 
Upon the Origin and Growth of Tor- 
nado Clouds—Fearful Manifesta- 
tions of Nature's Forces. 


H. Allen Hazen writing to the St. Louis 
Globe- Democrat concerning wind-storms says 
that, strictly speaking, a tornado is a fup- 
nel or balloon-shaped cloud, accompanied by 
a most violent wind, intense electric dis- 
charges, and usually by a peculiar yreenish 
color and an indescribable roar. In fewer 
words, a tornado is the extremest develop- 
ment of a thunder-storm. 

Space allows a presentation of only a few 
ofthe most important theories upon the 
origin and growth of these terrible out- 
bursts. Allarc agreed that the “ power ”’ 
ef the tornado is to be looked for at some | 
distance above the earth's surface, proba- 
bly not more than five thousand feet, how- 
ever. As we have few observations at this 
height it is almost impossible to prove or 
controvertany theory that may be advanced, 
but for acceptance it is essential that a 
theory do no violence to any of the facts. It 
is thought by some that there is a condition | 
called “unstable equilibrium’’ in the at- | 
mosphere, whereby, through an unequal ; 
heating of the air, there is startéd an up- 
ward movement which is augmented by the 
condensation of moisture and liberation of 
latent heat at the seat of the “ power.”’ Air 
is so mobile and nearly frictionless in its 
motion that it would seem as though such a 
state, if begun, would be immediately dis- 
sipated by the inflow ofair. Butevenif we 
grant that such a state of instability is pos- 
sible, we find a most serious, if not fatal, 
objection to its permanence, from the fact 
that the air stratum at five thousand feet is 
moving two to three times as fast as that | 
near the earth. Itis easy to see that any 
uprush of air would be entirely broken up 
in a few minutes from this cause. 

Again, we are told that, while the lower 
warm current is from the south, the upper 
current is from the north and very much 
colder. The lower heated current has a 
tendency upward, but is hindered by the 
“*cold cover,’’ but at last it finds a vent and 
rushes through it, forming the fatal tornado. 
In the first place, conditions of equilibrium 
demand that the colder denser air underrun 
the lighter warm air, this is so plain that 
some have explained tornado formation in 
this way, but it is easy to seethat there 
could be no instability in that case. In the 
second place, the idea of a coider upper eur- 


rent from the north is amyth, as any one 
can readily determine -by studying the mo- 
tion of the upper clouds in the tornado re- | 
gion, which are invariably from the eaible 

} 


In the third place, it is entirely incredible 
that such an instability once started could 
be carried forward atthe rate of seventy 
or eighty miles per hourand maintained for 
more than three hundred miles. 

One of the essentials to the formation of a 
tornado, according to generally accepted 
views, is the existence of a partial vacuum 
atthe center. It seems probable that witb | 
a cloud not more than three hundred yards | 


in diameter any vacuum would be almost 


instantly filled by the tremendous inrush of 
air. It is probable, moreover, that there is 
a rise of pressure at the center. No sudden 
fall has ever been observed, Wut a rise has, 
and, if we grantthe tornado isa thunder- 
storm at its best, we now have hundreds of 
indisputable observations of a rise in press- 
ure in the latter, and this rise is generally 
conceded by all investigators. 

It is admitted that general storms move 
with the upper current,and it is thought that 
tornadoes May aiso Da vorne along in the 
same way. This seems hardly tenable, how- 
ever, because the ordinary velocity of the 
tornado 1s double that of the accompanying 
storm, and, moreover, the upper current in 
the tornado region seems to blow toward the 
north, while the tornado moves northeast or 
east-northeast. 

It has been generally accepted that in all 
atmospheric disturbances the presence of 
electricity 1s an effect and never a cause. All 
attempts to explain the presence of such 
large quantities of electricity have entirely 
failed. It is dangerous for apy one to 
ascribe any unexplained phenomenon to 
electricity, but there seems to be noreason 
why it may not be concerned in the forma 
tion of the funnel<loud. Dry air is almost 
a perfect non-conductor; if there be a su- 
persaturated cloud it may be charged witb 
electricity to an enormous potential. Ip 
1857 Prof. Blodget wrote on tornadoes (see 
Climatology, p. 402): “The greatest diffi- 
culiy exists in explaining the facts in re 
gard to their narrow limits while the full- 
est measure of violence is retained, and this 
can only be done on the supposition that 
electric energy makes up a very large share 
of the force.”’” We are just beginning to 
learn the possibilities in electric energy, 
and one can not well assert that it does not 
have much to do with tornado formation. I 
have space for a single illustration: The 
apparent explosion of a house, e. g., the 
house of Adolphus Isom, at Mount Vernon, is 
brought forward asa proof of the vacuum 
theory. Im August, 1885, an analogous phe- 
nomenon came to my attention which was 
clearly due to electric action. A house hav- 
ing a tin roof and withoutjightning rods was 
struck by lightning. The electricity passing 
between the weather-boarding and the plas- 
tering, plowed a furrow in the ground at the 
base of the house and disappeared in a pool 
of water near by. The weather-boarding 
was violently burst off on the outside, while 
the plastering and clothes in the closet were 
thrown nearly across the room on the in: 
side. There seems to be no reason why we 
may not explain other similar phenomena in 
this way. 

While some form of electric energy seems 
an important factor in tornado action, yet 
this should serve to allay our fears of dap- 
ger. If Franklin, by the simple device of the 
lightning-rod, secured immunity from light- 
ning strokes, is it too much to expect that 
the genius of these later times will not dis-

Kilrain Won the First Fall 
and First Blood. 


The Reno Fire Department is 
not what it should be and has not 
been for years. We propose to 
talk plein in this article for the 


good of the town, and hope that of- | 


feuse will not be taken at any- 
thing we say, but that all will put 
ashoulder to the wheel and help 
make it better. Two or three 
times within the past year com- 
pavies have been organized only 
to go to pieces when the least 
thing came up that was not en- 


tirely satisfactory; the depart- 
Mmeut lacks orgauization aud a 


head, and the sooner steps are 
taken to put it on a good footing 
the better off we will be. Reno is 
as yet a wooden town, and what 
few bricks we have are not fire 
proof, and it behooves the citizens 
to protect themselves as best they 
can. If it;caunot be effected witb- 
out baving a paid department, let 
us have one, and that speedy, but 
we think it can. 

The Depariment now costs the 
taxpayers from $250 to $300 per 
mouth, and still we have none. To 
point out the mistakes that have 
occurred in the past is idle, but to 
remedy them in the fuiure should 
be the aim and wish of every citi- 
zevn. We would suggest that, in 
the first place, a competent, sober 
and trusty man be selected whose 
duty it should be to stay at the 
eugine house night and day and 
look after the apparatus, keep up 
steam in at least one of the engines 
all the time, acquaint himself with 
all the cisterns in town, so if a fire 
breaks out he will know where to 
set his engines, and have juégment 
evough to place them in the right 
place. Such a man can be hired 
for $75 or $100 per month. Then 
jet the Trustees provide two borses 
aud employ a man to take care of 
them and act as assistant to the 
engineer, and run one engine at 
the time ofa fire. This man could 
be hired fur $50 or $75 per month 
Then select a competent firem un, 
a man of nerve and discretion, to 
act as Chief Eugineer, who 
shail bave charge of the entire 
department in time of fire. 
There are several good men 
in town who are in every way 
qualified for the ‘position that 
would serve without pay for the 
good of the town, and trust to a 
volunteer service for the balance 
ofthe department. Let the Chief 
Kugineer or the foreman of the 
companies appoint two or four 
nozzle men for each stream and 
let the Trusteca pay them for what 
clothes they destroy in time of 
fire, and, with a little drilling, we 
would bave a department second 
to nove. Wedo not believe this 
would cost any more than the 
present inefficient system, and we 
would certainly be better pro- 
tected and be able to cope witb 
avy fire that we are likely to have. 
The citizens are surely interested 
in having théir property pro- 
tected, and the protection offered 
to ove is certainly calculated to 
serve all, and they should see to it 
that we have a department that 
would be a credit tothe town. A 
few more such fires as we have had 
will result in the insurance com- 
panies canceling all their policies, 
or in their putting up the rate to 
a figure that no ove can afford to 
pay. Let us not be penny wise 
aud pound fovlish any lounger, but 
take steps to organize for the pro- 
tection cf all.
